Coffee County Forests 


A week long dry spell 
coupled with high winds have 
combined to turn Coffee 
County's forests and grass- 
lands into a tinderbox, and the 
result has been a record num- 
ber fires reported throughout 
the county. 

County Forester Wayne 
Roberts reported that as of 
Wednesday morning he had in- 
vestigated 33 fires during the 
month of February. Roberts 
listed the causes of the fire 
as: miscellaneous (2), debris 
burning (3), children (2), equip- 
ment use (1), and arson (25). 

“We have been lucky. on 
the amount of acreage burned 
thus far,’’ reported Roberts. 
“Only 200-250 acres have been 
destroyed and the largest 
single blaze covered only 40- 
45 acres.”’ 

Roberts told THE CLIPPER 
that there were only two forest 
rangers in Coffee County (in- 
cluding him), and they had to 
cover over 285,000 acres. The 
Forester’s equipment consists 
of 1 tractor - plow unit and 1 
pick-up truck. 

“Our only assistance comes 
from the City Fire Departments 
and from Flacks Lumber Com- 
pany, who sends volunteers,”’ 


reported Roberts. 

Ranger Roberts blamed the 
dry conditions on a combina- 
tion of weather factors, (1) the 
field moisture being low, and 
(2) high winds. The County 
forester said the long range 
forecasts show no rain within 
5 days, causing the Fire’ 
Danger Rating to remain 
“high.” 

Roberts reminded residents 
that it is a state law that you 
“must report controlled burn- 
ing.”’ 

“If you must burn,"’ said 
Roberts, ‘‘by all mean have 
sufficient breaks and be very 
careful.”’ 

Roberts urged residents to 
report controlled burning to 
the nearest police department, 
and they will contact the For- 
estry Department. 

“l have issued 33 citations 
since Feb, 1 for unreported 
or careless burning,’’ warned 
Roberts and I will issue more 
unless you report all controlled 
burnings."’ 

In closing, Roberts reminded 
residents that the person that 
sets the fire is responsible for 
all damage it may cause. This

PASSING IT ON #2 


Robert Lord Bausum, for 
38 years a missionary to China, 
is the author of Pass It On - 
(Vantage Press, Inc., New York, 
N. Y., 1975). 

He tells the story of four 
generations of missionary ser- 
vice in China in the face ofdan- 
ger away from family and 
friends. This family and their 
ancestors have witnessed many 
historical events down through 
the centuries, including the 
communist take-over in China 

China was in need of foreign 
assistance during the early part 
of the twentieth century and 
Russia was there to give it. 
Russian advisers were sent to 
China and they concentrated on 
the schools. Impressionable 
and idealistic student minds are 
fertile soil for propaganda, and 
the communists make the best 
of this fact. 

Masters of deceit, the com- 
munists are experts in chaos, 
riots and hatred. School princi- 
pals went to Canton for indoc- 
trination and orientation cour- 
ses under Russian advisors 
Soon after the schools were 
infiltrated and became propa- 
ganda centers. Parades were 
held, student riots were fre- 
quent, and violence became an 
almost daily occurrence. 

The communists stood out- 
side the doors of the school and 
lectured the students telling 
them that if they went to the 
foreign missionary for school- 
ing, they could not expect a 
position in government. 

In the early days, however, 
the communists were almost 
polite at times. Once the stu- 
dents hoisted a Chinese and an 
American flag for a picture, 


but the pleasantries didn’t 
last long. ; 
At times the communists 


threw stones and bricks. They 
forced the school doors open 
and the police were called. Some 
of the students threatened to 
bang their heads on the pave- 
ment until they killed them- 
selves. The police finally set 
a day when they could parade. 

Inflammatory speeches 
were made by the mob, and 
the events were watched closely 
by the concerned friends of the 
missionaries. 

Once the communists dis-

turbed a worship service and 
some of their leaders were ar- 

rested. Next day a mob 
gathered and demanded their 
release, When it appeared that 
violence would erupt, guns were 
fired into the mob killing a num- 
ber of students. The order to 
fire was given by a British 
officer of police and hatred 
toward the British spread rap- 
idly. 

Within hours a British mis- 
sionary and his wife were jailed, 
but they were soon released. 

Because of the danger, the 
missionaries closed their 
schools and decided to evange- 
lize in other ways. 

The communists were en- 
trenched and remain till today 
and the effects of their teach- 
ing is being felt around the 
world.

But there are also those who 
will go to Al-Anon ‘‘to help 
their spouse’’ if he is still 
drinking. But once he stops 
drinking, they see absolutely 
no need of Al-Anon. 

What these people do not 
realize is that they will need 
help just as much, maybe more 
so, once the drinking partner 


becomes a non drinking part- - 


ner. Most wives, particularly, 
have spent years of their lives 
saying, ‘‘If only he didn’t drink 
so much, then I'd be happy."’ 

Unfortunately, this is not 
usually the case. As Abraham 
Lincoln once said, ‘‘Most folks 
are about as happy as they 
make up their minds to be.’’

He was a master among mas- 
ters and his forms were var- 
ied, having writtenin every 
form except opera. He was pri- 
marily a symphonist, had su- 
preme control of orchestry, 
gave deep feelings to his songs, 
and ranked with Shumann and 
Shubert as a song writer. He 
wrote piano concertos, chamber 
music, serenades, sonatas and 
overtures, a German Requim 
based on passages from the 
Bible. Today Brahms is modern 
among the moderns and his 
music is of the future. 

Some of Brahms composi- 
tions called for thunderous 
tones. He was extraordinary in 
his variations for the piano. He 
wrote many of these variations 
based on compositions of pre- 
vious composers whom he ad- 
mired, adding vitality and 
dignity to the themes in tribute 
to his composer friends. 

The program was concluded 
and highlighted by a piano 
duet by Mr. Bob Stump and 
Mrs. G. L. Collier. They ren- 


dered ina very beautiful manner 
the two-piano composition by 
Brahms, ‘Variations On A 
Theme By Haydn for Two 
Pianos.”’

The nine finalists in the 
Daytona Internationa!

“It's gonna make everybody's 
hair stand up. I'll guarantee 
you that,” says Winston Cup 
driver Buddy Baker, one of the

“The championship of the 
IROC series is worth $50,000,” 
Says Baker. “A fella could make 
one heckuva start on a season 
by winning that.” 

The unique IROC series 
consists of four races, one at 
Michigan International Speed 
way, two at Riverside Inter- 
national Raceway and Daytona 
Speed Weeks finale, and this 
year’s Daytona race finds the 
nine finalists grouped together 
in the points chase as close 
as they race on the track 

“You won't be able to stick 
a needle between the nine-car 
draft,” says Baker, whois third 
in the point battle with 34 points 
behind leader A. J. Foyt and 
runnerup Bobby Unser with 36 
and 35, respectively. The win- 
ner of the Daytona 100-miler 
will get 21 points under the

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Winter grazing has been 
a disaster for Coffee County 
farmers. In fact, I guess it 
is just about that way all over 
the southeastern United States. 
This is one of the very few 
years that winter grazing has 
not paid off. With ahticipated 
colder weather coming next 
week, I do not see any hope 
for the revival of winter pas- 
tures. Our beef cattle pro- 
ducers are in the severest 
Strain they have ever been in. 
Low prices the past three years 
coupled with the grazing fail- 
ure due to cold weather plus 
the extreme shortage of hay 
is just a disaster. 

Everyone hates to see it, 
but unless something is done 
we will lose a lot of cattle 
in Coffee County in the next 
eight weeks Many have al- 
ready been lost. Highest 
death losses will probably oc- 
cur between March | and April 
1. Beef producers need some 
help in getting hay and grain. 


PECAN FERTILIZATION 

February | is an ideal 
time to put mixed fertilizer 
and nitrogen to pecan trees. 
Nitrogen is essential to 
making a good crop of pecans. 
Pecans are formed on new 
growth which comes out in the 
spring. A good application of 
nitrogen around trees just as 
quickly as possible will be a 
big help to pecan trees. 

Most people wait too late 
to fertilize pecans. We re- 
commend the following ferti- 
lizer: Apply 1/2 pound of ni- 
torgen per tree for each year 
of the tree’s age up to 8-10 
pounds per tree in January 
or February. In order to 
get 10 pounds of actual nitro- 
gen per tree, you would need 
to use about 25-30 pounds of 
ammonium nitrate per tree. 
Place this from the base of 
the trees as far out as the 
limbs hang all ofthe way around 
the tree. On bearing trees 
around the home apply 2 pounds 
of 8-8-8 per tree for each year 
of the tree’s age up to 50 
pounds on large or old trees. 
It is best to get the 8-8-8 with 
zinc in it.

CARPET CARE 

Trying to clean a spot or 
Stain on your carpet with spot 
remover and ending up with a 
bigger mess than you started 
with is a disaster that doesn’t 
have to happen. 

Not all cleaning products 
can be safely used for all fib- 
ers and dyes. So, it’s a good 
idea to test products on some 
small out-of-the-way areas, 
such as in a corner or behind 
a chair before using over a 
large area. This testing will 
show any damage or change 
that might occur in the carpet 
fibers. 

To test a cleaner, mix it 
according to directions. Put 
about one teaspoon of the solu- 
tion on a spot about the size 
of a nickle. Work the solution 
in with your fingers, press 


with a white tissue against the- 


wet spot, holding it there for 
about ten seconds. Then eare- 
fully check the tissue to see 
if any dye has transferred. 

If any dyes have trans- 
ferred or the fibers look dam- 
aged, don’t use the product 
you've tested. Try others until 
you find one that works. If you 
can’t find anything that works, 
you might try consulting a pro- 
fessional.

I am not opposing the 
locating of one cou”thouse in 
New Brockton; however, the 
people should know that mini- 
mum standards must exist for 
any consideration or participa- 
tion of federal funding.

is to recommend the reinstate- 
ment of Chief Johnston as Chief 
of Police of Elba pending the 
following conditions: 

1. Recommend Chief Johnston 
apologize to Mr. and Mrs. I. 
D. Cooper and Mr. and Mrs. 
Clermon Hanchey. 

2. Advise Chief Johnston that 
his action in this incident did 
not reflect that of a police of- 
ficer of thirty (30) years ex- 
perience, 

3. If the council concurs with 
these recommendations and the 
Chief agrees to them, then I, 
Robert Folsom, Mayor of Elba, 
Alabama, hereby agree to re- 
instate Chief Johnston as Chief 
of Police of Elba, Alabama at 
the next regular meeting of the 
Elba City Council.”’ 


Councilman Jimmy Wise 
presented copies of a signed 
statement from Johnston. It 
read as follows: 


“Gentlemen: 

I have today been exonerat- 
ed of any wrong doing or mis- 
conduct in connection with the 
I.D. Cooper matter by the 
District Court of Coffee County. 
As you probably know the 
District Court dismissed the 
charge on the suggestion by 
Mr. Cooper that he did not 
wish to prosecute or pursue 
the matter. The District 
Court complied with Mr. 
Cooper’s request and the en- 
tire matter concluded. 

“I have always tried to do 
my duty not only as a police- 
man but also as a_ Christian 
gentleman. I shall continue to 
do so. I trust that with the 
clearing of my good name by 
the District Court that this 
entire unfortunate episode is 
concluded, 

“Respectfully, 

M. W. JOHNSTON” 


Prior to the first meeting 
it was learned by the city of- 
ficials that Johnston had had 
a long talk with Mr. Clermon 
Hanchey, who had acted for the 
Coopers at the Tuesday night 
council meeting and at the 
courthouse Friday. It was un- 
derstood that this talk had ser- 
ved the purpose of the apology 
in the eyes of the council. 
Therefore after amending the 
statement to put Johnston to 
work immediately, Folsom ad- 
journed the meeting. 

Immediately he reopened the 
discussion and asked those sit- 
ting in the room or standing in 
the hall if they had anything to 
say. John Robert Smith said, ‘‘I 
think the Mayor owes Chief 
Johnston an apology and I just: 
wonder if you’re going todoit?”’ 

Mayor Folsom told Smith 
he thought that was between 
Johnston and himself and he 
thought he was a big enough 
man to carry out his duties as 
mayor. He told Smith he didn’t 
expect it was any of his affair 
anyway. Folsom’s voice trailed 
off then but he apparently said 
something about already having 
done this (apoligize).

Bill Walden, who spoke up 
against Johnston at the Tues- 
day meeting again criticized 
Johnston noting that he had 
spoken up at the Tuesday meet- 
ing and later Johnston had made 
the statement that he (Walden) 
was a dope pusher. He added 
that no less than 100 people 
had come to him that day (Fri- 
day) and complained about the 
Chief. Walden said Johnston 
was using the city’s lower and 
middle income class people for 
his own personal power and 
gain. He noted, ‘‘You have only 
seen one side of this man that 
is your chief of police.’’ 

Walden ended his statement 
by comparing Johnston's al- 
leged treatment of the lower 
and middle income groups to 
Adolph Hitler's use of the Jews. 
Walden added, ‘‘It is a personal 
thing and I have been one of 
those victims myself’. He! 
said he was speaking up be- 
cause he felt it was his duty 
to tell the people what he knew 
and they didn’t. 

Also Walden noted that THE 
ELBA CLIPPER had warned 
against a ‘“‘hatchet job’’ on John- 
ston and urged that this news- 
paper editor, ‘‘sees that 1 don’t 
get a hatchet job myself’.
